To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  yon  the  annual  report  for  the  Borough  of  Hudders- 
field for  the  year  ended  .‘list  December  1956. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  Murdock,  left  Huddersfield  on  the  31st 
December  1956  and  I did  not  commence  duties  here  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  till  the  28th  February  1957.  The  report,  therefore, 
embodies  work  done  during  the  time  of  my  predecessor  and  is  on  the 
lines  of  the  previous  annual  reports  for  his  time  of  office.  My 
comments  can,  therefore,  only  be  on  the  information  I have  obtained 
from  the  report  itself. 

Dr.  Murdock,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  resigned  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  left  on  the  31st  December  to  take  up  the  position  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Norwich. 

Dr.  Herley,  who  had  been  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  School  Medical  Officer,  resigned  fulltime  duties  at  the  end  of 
October.  Miss  Cannell  commenced  duties  as  Healt»h  Visitor  during 
the  year,  and  Mrs.  Wing  ceased  duties  as  Matron  of  Brackenhall 
Nursery  at  the  end  of  August,  on  the  closure  of  the  Nursery. 

The  vital  statistics  show  no  dramatic  changes  from  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  births  and  the  birth  rate  were  slightly  in- 
creased and  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  death  rate  slightly  reduced. 
The  infant  mortality  figure  showed  a reduction.  The  main  cause 
of  death  in  men  was  coronary  heart  disease,  with  the  main  incidence 
arising  in  men  between  45  and  65  years  of  age.  In  women  other 
types  of  heart  disease  were  the  main  cause  of  death,  the  bulk  of  these 
being  in  women  over  65  years  of  age.  Some  38  men  died  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  as  against  6 women. 

During  the  year  the  largest  number  of  cases  of  one  infectious 
disease  was  in  respect  of  dysentery  and  here  the  main  incidence  was 
in  children  of  school  age.  The  other  three  diseases  having  the 
greatest  number  of  notifications  were  whooping  cough,  measles  and 
scarlet  fever,  in  that  order.  There  were  five  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

Routine  medical  and  Child  Welfare  work  continued  through- 
out the  year,  the  work  being  undertaken  mainly  in  the  the  clinic 
Ramsden  Street  or  by  visits  to  the  patients  in  their  homes. 

During  the  year  the  Brackenhall  Day  Nursery  was  closed. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  showed  an  increase 
over  the  previous  vear.  The  home  help  service  continued  to  expand 
both  the  staff  employed  and  the  number  of  cases  helped  showed  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  decided  that  vaccin- 
ation against  poliomyelitis  should  be  commenced  in  this  country. 
Children  were  invited  to  register  with  the  Local  Health  Authority 
for  vaccination.  The  rate  of  vaccination  of  children  was  controlled 
bv  the  amount  of  vaccine  available  and  the  numbers  actually  vac- 
cinated are  shown  in  the  body  of  the  report. 


The  Ambulance  Service  followed  much  the  same  pattern  as 
in  the  previous  year.  The  total  mileage  run  for  1956  was  192,094. 
This  is  an  increase  of  approximately  10,000  miles  on  the  figure  of 
182,622  for  1955.  Although  these  figures  show  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  still  being  used  more  than  in  previous  years,  there  would 
appear  to  be  signs  that  we  are  now  beginning  to  reach  the  peak  demand. 
During  the  year  two  petrol  vehicles  were  replaced  by  diesel  vehicles 
and  the  first  of  these  was  put  into  use  in  July  1956,  one  of  the  vehicles 
being  primarily  intended  for  the  conveyance  of  children  to  Scar- 
leigh  and  the  other,  a smaller  vehicle,  for  routine  ambulance  work. 

During  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  of  the  Engineer 
and  Manager,  the  town’s  water  supplies  continue  to  show  a satis- 
factory standard  of  purity.  The  report  indicates  that  there  has  been 
a decrease  in  the  use  of  domestic  water  of  an  amount  of  approximately 
one  fifth  of  a gallon  per  head  per  day  and  a decrease  of  approximately 
a gallon  per  head  per  day  in  the  amount  of  water  used  for  trade 
purposes,  on  corresponding  amounts  for  the  previous  year. 

The  report  of  the  Cleansing  and  Haulage  Superintendent  shows 
that  there  are  still  some  425  tub  closets  in  use  in  the  town  as  well  as 
77  privy  middens.  Although  this  figure  includes  a certain  number 
of  chemical  closets  used  by  caravans,  and  a number  of  temporary 
tubs  issued  to  building  sites,  in  a well  populated  industrial  town 
such  as  Huddersfield  it  would  be  preferable  if  this  number  could  be 
progressively  reduced. 

The  year  saw  a change,  by  Act,  of  the  designation  of  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  that  of  Public  Health  Inspector,  it  being  felt  that  this 
term  more  correctly  expressed  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  that  officer.  As  the  emphasis  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment is  on  Health  and,  as  it  works  as  a co-ordinated  whole,  it  would 
seem  only  fitting  that  a new  title  containing  the  word  Health  should 
have  been  found  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  A summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  contained  in  the  body 
of  the  report.  Much  of  the  work  must,  of  necessity,  consist  of  in- 
spection and  advice.  This,  in  the  main,  is  the  more  satisfactory  way 

of  bringing  about  improvement.  However,  in  certain  cases  it  is 
necessary  to  proceed  farther  than  this  and  out  of  a total  of  1,179 
complaints  of  nuisances,  preliminary  notices  were  issued  in  385  cases, 
and  statutory  notices  in  251  cases.  13  cases  of  non-compliance  had 
to  be  referred  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  9 such  cases  complied  after 
receiving  a warning  by  the.  Town  Clerk.  In  3 cases  only  were  legal 
proceedings  taken. 

During  the  year,  some  219  visits  were  made  to  houses  let-in- 
lodgings.  As  a result  of  these  visits,  49  defects  were  found  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  32  of  these  had  been  remedied.  One  difficulty 
is  found  in  implementing  the  legislation  in  respect  of  houses  let-in- 
lodgings in  that  there  is  no  obligation  on  the  proprietor  to  register 
the  house  and  disclose  that  the  premises  are  being  used  for  this 
purpose.  In  certain  cases,  therefore,  this  Department  is  dependant 
on  information  from  other  sources  to  find  out  that  a house  is  being  used 
for  this  purpose.  This  method  had  obviously  disadvantages.  There 
are  only  two  registered  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough  and  in  addition 
there  is  a lodging  house  under  the  control  of  the  Estate  and  Property 
Departmant.  Inspections  are  carried  out  regularly  by  the  Depart- 
ment into  these  premises. 
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8 canal  boats  still  remain  on  the  register  of  the  Authority, 
although,  as  the  use  of  the  canal  for  barge  traffic  was  discontinued 
in  1953,  no  inspections  took  place  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  emphasis  was  placed  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment on  smoke  control.  239  smoke  observations  were  made  and,  as 
a result  of  these  observations,  53  cases  were  found  showing  black 
smoke.  The  number  of  factory  chimneys  on  the  31st  December  1955 
was  163.  During  the  year  some  60  boiler  plants  were  inspected  and 
advice  given.  At  one  factory  considerable  improvements  were  car- 
ried out  and  at  another  a completely  new  boiler  was  installed.  This 
again  emphasizes  the  preventive  nature  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Health  Department  as,  in  addition  to  inspection  of  cases  where 
smoke  occurs,  we  endeavour  by  means  of  advice  to  see  that  instal- 
lation is  provided  that  will  not  emit  smoke  in  future.  There  are 
atmospheric  recording  stations  in  the  Borough  and  the  results  from 
these  are  shown  in  the  graphs  contained  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Work  continued  throughout  the  year  in  the  control  and  erad- 
ication of  bed  bugs.  Altogether  there  were  some  1,900  inspections, 
this  work  being  carried  out  by  an  officer  specially  appointed.  Work 
continued  throughout  the  year  on  rat  and  mice  destruction.  The 
actual  number  of  complaints  and  investigations  made  showed  a 
slight  decrease  on  the  number  for  the  preceding  years.  About  half 
of  the  complaints  were  in  respect  of  rats.  Treatment  consists  of 
poisoning  with  the  more  orthodox  poisons  and  also  with  Warfarin. 
With  the  latter  method  it  is  more  difficult  to  ascertain  the  actual 
number  of  rats  and  mice  killed. 

Inspections  still  continue  of  the  air  raid  shelters  remaining  in 
the  town.  In  the  main  the  conditions  of  these  would  seem  to  be  satis- 
factory, although  7 were  closed  or  demolished  on  certificate  from  the 
Health  Department  for  persistent  misuse.  The  control  of  the  public 
sanitary  conveniences  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Health  Department. 
During  1956  there  were  43  conveniences  in  the  Borough,  32  of  which 
were  for  males  and  11  for  females.  The  main  public  conveniences 
under  the  control  of  this  department  are  in  the  Market  Place,  where 
there  are  attendants  on  duty  in  both  the  male  and  female  sections. 
The  remaining  conveniences  are  cleaned  once  a day  by  members  of 
the  Department.  Unfortunately  instances  of  vandalism  in  these 
conveniences  still  continue;  copper  pipes  and  fittings  have  been  wren- 
ched from  the  walls  and  considerable  annoyance  is  caused  by  the 
unfortunate  habit  of  some  people  of  writing  and  drawing  on  the  walls 
of  the  conveniences.  Such  writing  and  drawing,  which  occurs  in  both 
male  and  female  conveniences,  must  involve  the  persons  concerned 
in  considerable  time  and  effort.  For  the  benefits  of  fellow  citizens 
and  other  ratepayers,  it  is  a pity  that  their  efforts  could  not  be  turned 
into  something  more  useful  and  constructive. 

The  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified 
Areas)  No  3 (Order  1953)  now  applies  to  the  County  Borough  of 
Huddersfield  and  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  has  to  be  sold  under  a 
special  designation.  Milk  sampling  went  on  throughout  the  year. 
421  samples  were  taken  of  raw  milk  and  10%  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  for  one  reason  or  another.  Of  the  73  samples  taken 
of  heat  treated  milk,  none  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  110 
samples  of  milk  were  examined  during  the  year  for  tubercle  bacilli, 
but  in  no  case  were  any  found.  This  is  the  third  year  in  succession 


that  no  positive  sample  was  obtained.  In  addition  to  milk,  ice  cream 
is  also  subject  to  regulai  inspection  and  sampling.  The  number  of 
samples  examined  during  the  year  was  104,  of  which  84%  were 
satisfactory,  that  is  lying  in  tirades  1 and  II,  and  10%  were  unsatis- 
factory, that  is  lying  in  Grades  III  and  IV. 

During  the  year  regular  inspections  of  food  and  food  premises 
were  carried  out,  some  .*1,000  visits  and  inspections  being  made  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  A considerable  quantity  of  food  of  varied 
categories  was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  retail  and  wholesale  dealers 
and  the  articles  destroyed  by  the  Corporation.  Some  402  samples 
of  varying  foodstuffs  were  taken  during  the  year  and  of  these  1102  or 
971%  were  satisfactory  and  10  or  21%  were  unsatisfactory.  The 
majority  of  unsatisfactory  samples  were  samples  of  milk. 

The  meat  inspection  continued  throughout  the  year.  All 
slaughtering  in  the  Borough  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir, 
with  the  exception  of  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  use  for  the 
slaughter  of  horses  for  human  consumption.  At  the  Public  Abattoir 
some  59,000  animals  were  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year, 
and  from  these,  very  approximately,  50,000  lbs.  weight  of  meat  and 
offals  were  found  to  be  diseased  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Work  on  slum  clearance  and  individually  unfit  houses  was 
carried  on  throughout  the  year.  I taring  the  year  some  215  houses 
were  represented  to  the  Ministry.  At  the  end  of  the  year  40  houses 
had  been  vacated  and  1 19  persons  displaced  from  slum  clearance 
areas.  In  addition  to  the  representation  of  houses  for  slum  clearance, 
houses  have  been  inspected  for  defects  and  where  these  were  found 
appropriate  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Department  to  obtain  the. 
remedy. 

In  submitting  this  report  I am  sure  my  predecessor  will  wish 
me  to  express  his  indebtedness  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  valuable  services  throughout  the  year  and  also  to  the 
Committee  for  their  help  and  understanding.

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HOME  HELP  SCHEME 

Home  Help  Organiser  - Miss  Phoebe  England,  S.R.N. 


A Home  Help  Scheme  to  assist  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  was  hrst 
inaugurated  in  1919.  In  1943  a Domestic  Help  Scheme  was  put  into  operation 
as  a separate  Scheme  to  give  assistance  in  the  home  in  case  oi  illness.  On  the  5th 
July,  1948,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  the  two  Schemes  were  combined  into  a single  Home  Help 
Scheme.

Domestic  Help  Service 

This  Service  is  intended  to  prov  ide  help  and  service  in  the  home  : — 

1 . Where  the  housewife  is  ill  at  home,  or  has  been  admitted  to  hospital. 

2.  Where  the  housewife  is  suddenly  called  away  and  there  is  no  one  to 

look  after  the  children. 

3.  Where  elderly  people  are  infirm,  or  one  of  them  falls  ill. 

4.  Where  several  members  of  the  family  are  ill  at  the  same  time  (eg., 
during  an  epidemic  of  influenza). 

5.  Where  a baby  is  expected,  and  the  mother  needs  help  before,  or 
after,  the  child’s  birth. 

The  Helpers  employed  are  experienced  women,  carefully  chosen  for  their 
suitability  for  the  work. 

They  are  not  charwomen;  they  are  what  their  name  implies,  “Home 
Helps,”  to  tide  over  a period  of  illness,  and  their  duties  may  include  shopping, 
cleaning,  cooking,  washing  and  the  care  of  the  family. 

They  should  not  be  expected  to  undertake  arrears  of  washing,  or  special 
work  such  as  Spring  Cleaning. 

Home  Helps  provide  their  own  food. 

They  are  employed  by  the  Huddersfield  Local  Health  Authority,  not  by 
the  householder,  and  they  are  responsible  to  the  Organiser  of  the  Service  for 
their  work. 

Payment  for  the  Service  should  be  made  to  the  Organiser  on  presentation 
of  an  account.

t.  ADMINISTRATION 

(a)  Constitution  of  Health  (Mental  Health)  Sub-Committee.  The  Commit- 
tee concerned  with  Mental  Health  is  a Sub-Committee  of  the  I lealth  Committee. 
It  is  composed  of  the  Mayor,  ten  Aldermen  and  Councillors,  with  two  co-opted 
members — one  of  the  latter  being  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  nearest 
Mental  Hospital  to  Huddersfield,  and  the  other  a general  practitioner  represent- 
ing the  Executive  Council  for  the  County  Borough  of  Huddersfield. 

Meetings  are  called  by  the  Chairman  when  it  is  considered  that  there  is 
sufficient  business  to  justify  the  calling  of  a meeting. 

(b)  Number  and  qualifications  of  Staff  employed  in  the  Mental  Health 
Service.  One  Duly  Authorised  Officer  is  employed,  full-time,  for  the  Mental 
Health  Service. 

A Mental  Health  Worker  visits  female  patients  and  assists  in  the  work 
generally.  She  was  formerly  on  the  staff  of  the  Mental  Hospital  of  the  area. 

Occupation  Centre.  An  Occupation  Centre  was  opened  at  "Scarleigh,” 
Botham  Hall  Road,  Longwood,  Huddersfield,  Telephone  Number  - Milnsbridge 
1095,  on  the  1st  January,  1951 . On  the  staff  at  the  Occupation  Centre  are  one 
Supervisor  and  an  Assistant  Supervisor,  both  holding  the  Diploma  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Mental  Health  for  Occupational  Centres.  This  Centre  has 
accommodation  for  40. 

Child  Guidance.  The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Education  Authority  is  functioning  satisfactorily.  It  is  staffed  by  a Psychiatrist 
who  gives  four  sessions  per  week,  with  an  Educational  Psychologist  and  a 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker  giving  full-time  service. 

(c)  Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospital  Manage- 
Ment  Committee.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Local  Hos- 
pital Management  Committee,  and  of  the  Liaison  Committee  of  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  in  the  area  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  supervision 
of  patients  on  trial  from  mental  hospitals  is  carried  out  by  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  attached  to  the  Hospital. 

The  supervision  of  mental  defectives  on  Licence,  Guardianship  or  Stat- 
utory supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Healtli  Visitor  of  the  Local 
Authority  Staff. 

Appointments  are  made  for  patients  to  be  seen  at  the  Huddersfield  Royal 
Infirmary,  where  a Medical  Officer  from  the  Mental  Hospital  in  the  area  has  a 
weekly  session. 

(d)  Duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations.  No  duties  have  been  dele- 
gated to  Voluntary  Associations  in  this  area.

DENTAL  STATISTICS 
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POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


In  January  1056,  the  Ministry  of  Health  decided  that  vaccinations  against 
Poliomyelitis  would  be  commenced  in  this  country  as  soon  as  ever  supplies  were 
available,  and  asked  Local  Authorities  to  participate  in  the  scheme.  In  con- 
sequence of  this,  this  authority  invited  the  registration,  by  poster  and  Press 
advertisements,  for  vaccinaton  against  Poliomyelitis  of  children  born  in  the 
years  1047  to  1054. 

As  a result  of  this,  by  April  1956,  the  number  of  persons  who  registered 
for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  2,247  males  and  2,158  females,  making 
a total  of  4,405. 

The  months  of  November  1947-54  and  March  1951-54,  with  August  1947- 
54  as  a reserved  month,  were  selected  from  the  batch  as  the  first  persons  to  receive 
the  vaccination.  The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  during  the  year  were  240 
males  and  179  females,  (with  two  injections  each). 

The  rate  of  vaccinations  for  children  was  controlled  by  the  amount  of 
vaccine  which  was  received,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  vaccinations  were  stopped 
during  the  summer  months,  and  were  not  re-commenced  until  November  1956. 
The  injections  were  carried  out  without  any  apparent  discomfort,  and  no-one 
receiving  the  vaccinations  contracted  Poliomyelitis,  indeed,  only  three  noti- 
fications were  received  during  the  year,  none  of  which  had  been  vaccinated 
against  Poliomyelitis. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Service  lias  followed  the  same  pattern  for  1956.  The  number  of 
removals  and  mileage  does  not  show  any  appreciable  change. 

During  the  year  two  Petrol  Vehicles  have  been  replaced  by  Diesel  Vehicles 
the  first  one  was  received  in  July  1956.  It  is  a Morris  L.D.O.2  chassis  with  a 
36in.  Baco  Extension  and  Lomas  Body,  thus  giving  20  side  seats  full  length  of 
the  vehicle,  with  provision  for  a stretcher  on  one  side  if  required.  The  vehicle 
was  put  into  service  on  July  23rd,  1956.  This  was  a sitting  case  vehicle,  its 
primary  use  being  for  the  conveyance  of  Mental  Defective  children  to  the 
Occupation  Centre.

In  comparison,  the  petrol  driven  Ambulance  Bus  which  is  operating 
the  same  type  of  work  is  a Morris  X.Y.S.,  and  over  the  same  period,  July  to 
December,  1956  the  milages,  etc.  is  as  follows  : — -

The  cost  of  Diesel  fuel  at  this  time  was  3/6L1.  per  gallon.  The  cost  of 
Petrol  Premier  grade  was  4/— d. 

A second  Diesel  vehicle  was  put  into  service  in  October  1956.  This  was 
a Morris  L.D.O.l.  chassis  with  a Kennings  Ambulance  Body,  the  frame  and  floor 
are  made  of  metal,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  save  on  body  repairs,  as  wood 
rots  with  the  constant  contact  with  water.  This  vehicle  is  lighter  and  smaller 
than  the  Ambulance  Bus  and  the  miles  per  gallon  have  shown  a better  average. 
This  vehicle  has  also  been  used  on  the  longer  runs,  as  well  as  general  ambulance 
work,  a fact  which  is  shown  by  the  low  fuel  cost  per  mile.

During  the  year  we  have  had  visits  from  the  British  Red  Cross,  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Brigade  Cadets,  and  Youth  organisations,  when  we  explained  the 
workings  of  the  Service  and  the  equipment  used  and  carried,  and  demonstrated 
the  loading  of  patients. 

The  Civil  Defence  Section  was  very  active  during  1956,  classes  were  held 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings,  and  much  enthusiasm  was  shown  by  all 
concerned.  The  annual  Rally  was  held  at  Leeds,  and  a team  was  entered  for 
the  competition — we  were  not  sucessful  but  the  team  put  up  a very  good 
performance.

The  figures  show  a decrease  of  .22  gallons  per  head  per  dav  in  domestic 
supply  and  a decrease  of  1.02  gallons  per  head  per  day  in  trade  supply 
on  the  consumption  returns  for  1955. 

During  the  year  a total  of  6,880  yards  of  new  distribution  mains  were 
laid  within  the  statutory  supply  area,  of  which  5,304  yards  were  inside  the 
Borough. 

All  water  from  impounding  reservoirs  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  prior 
to  distribution  and  a small  quantity  of  lime  is  added  to  the  filtrate  to  raise  the  pH 
value  of  the  water  to  between  7.5  and  8.2

At  the  begining  of  the  year  stocks  ol  recovered  grease  were  beginning  to 
accumulate,  but  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year  the  market  improved  and 
stocks  were  cleared  bv  December  31st.  Stocks  of  fertiliser  remaining  from  the 
previous  year  when  the  weather  was  very  wet  and  cold  began  to  build  up  during 
the  slack  months  of  May  to  September.  The  return  to  cattle  raising  and  dairy 
farming,  the  reduction  in  arable  land  and  the  large  increase  in  the  cost  of  trails 
port  have  had  serious  effect  on  fertiliser  sales.  Our  distant  markets  are  shrinking. 
To  counter  balance  this  a large  tonnage  has  been  absorbed  in  the  making  of  plac- 
ing fields  and  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  use  our  product  in  the  reconditioning 
of  the  surface  layer  after  open  cast  coal  working. 

During  the  year  the  reconditioning  of  Nos.  1,  5,  li  and  7,  sedimen- 
tation tanks  were  completed  together  with  the  rebuilding  and  enlargment  of 
a sludge  pump  house  on  these  tanks.  The  sedimentation  capacity  for  the  settle- 
ment of  the  domestic  and  textile  sludges  has  been  increased  by  some  ti6%,  giving 
more  than  a 24  hours  detention  period.  The  reconditioned  tanks  were  put  into 
operation  in  June. 

No  large  crop  of  the  fl\  I’sychoda  has  emerged  during  the  year  and  there 
has  been  no  necessity  for  treatment  with  insecticide.  The  summer  was  cold  and 
wet,  which  possible  prevented  the  emergence  of  the  flv. 
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The  North  Eastern  Gas  Board  have  continued  to  discharge  spent  liquor 
except  on  37  days  during  the  year  when  crude  liquor  had  to  be  discharged.  The 
effect  of  the  discharge  of  crude  liquor  on  the  biological  plants,  particularly  on  the 
bio-aeration  plants  in  dry  weather,  was  very  noticeable. 

The  presence  of  synthetic  anionic  detergent  to  the  extent  of  4 to  6 parts 
per  million  in  the  sewage  has  caused  no  serious  trouble  from  foaming,  and  the 
yields  of  grease  on  the  by  product  recovery  plant  are  normal. 

Experiments  carried  out  during  the  year  in  the  dosing  of  filter  beds  from 
a continuous  dose  to  a dose  every  18  minutes  has  confirmed  that  an  intermittent 
dose  at  8 to  12  minute  intervals  gives  the  best  effluent.  This  is  of  importance 
as  we  are  shortly  to  change  from  circular  to  rectangluar  distributers  where  the 
interval  of  dosing  will  increase  from  under  1 minute  on  the  circular  to  several 
minutes  on  the  proposed  rectangular  beds.

The  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  tub  closets  and  slop  water  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  commenced  in  1925  is  still  in  operation.

There  was  again  a general  shortage  of  labour  throughout  the  year  for 
refuse  collection  duties.  Although  on  an  average  there  was  slightly  more  labour 
available,  as  in  the  previous  year  the  labour  forthcoming  was  of  a very  poor 
standard,  physically  and  mentally,  the  labour  was  also  of  a type  that  does  not 
stop  at  one  class  of  work  for  any  appreciable  length  of  time. 

All  saleable  materials,  i.e.  paper,  textiles,  bottles,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous 
metals  were  salvaged.  The  demand  for  waste  paper  declined  m July  and  from 
that  month  the  Department  was  restricted  to  the  sale  of  12!)  tons  per  month. 
Waste  paper  is  kept  separate  at  the  source  of  collecting  and  transported  to  the 
baling  press  in  special  trailers  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  collecting  vehicles. 
The  mechanical  press  working  in  conjunction  with  an  open  mesh  conveyor  belt 
continued  to  bale  the  waste  paper  and  again  proved  itself  to  be  a most  econo- 
mical method  of  dealing  with  this  commodity. 

Waste  paper  sold  during  the  year  amounted  to  1629  tons  2 cwts.  1 qr. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  was  by  controlled  tipping  on  sites  at  Berry  Brow, 
Deighton  and  Hillhouse  with  the  exception  that  certain  condemned  food,  cats, 
dogs  and  market  refuse  were  disposed  of  by  burning  in  the  small  incinerator 
built  at  Hillhouse  Depot  for  this  purpose.

A loan  sanction  has  been  obtained  for  new  oil  fired  boilers,  these  when 
installed  should  be  of  great  benefit,  the  grit  nuisance  from  the  coke  fired  boilers 
at  present  in  use  being  eliminated. 

A new  heating  pipeline  system  has  been  installed  giving  marked  im- 
provement during  the  winter  period. 

New  corridor  controlled  slipper  bath  valves  are  shortly  to  be  fitted,  these 
will  assist  in  the  economy  of  water  and  reduce  the  risk  of  scalding  to  patrons. 

-All  pools  have  now  the  inlet  water  flowing  into  the  pool  from  the  shallow 
ends  of  the  baths  thus  assisting  in  a better  circulation  with  less  chance  of  “dead- 
spots”  in  pond  water. 

The  periodical  analysis  of  all  samples  submitted  for  examination  of  water 
continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

Swimming  shows  an  upward  tendency  notwithstanding  a somewhat 
indifferent  summer.

There  is  also  an  establishment  for  massage  or  special  treatment  carried 
on  by  a registered  member  of  the  Chartered  Society  of  Physiotherapy  which 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  73  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1949, 
may  only  be  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  a registered  medical 
practitioner.  Such  inspections  have  revealed  conditions  which  are  entirely 
satisfactory. 

Noise  Nuisances 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  44  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act, 
1949,  a noise  nuisance  can  be  dealt  with  as  a statutory  nuisance  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936.  For  the  purposes  of  tiiis  section  ‘‘a  noise  nuisance 
shall  be  deemed  to  exist  where  any  person  makes  or  continues  or  causes  to  be 
made  or  continued  any  excessive  or  unreasonable  or  unnecessary  noise  which  is 
prejudicial  to  health."

There  has  been  one  complaint  of  a nuisance  of  noise  from  internal  com- 
bustion engines  which  were  driving  a dynamo  and  air  compressors.  On  in- 
vestigation it  was  considered  that  a nuisance  did  not  exist.

During  the  year  60  boiler  plants  have  been  inspected.  At  one  factory 
considerable  improvements  have  been  carried  out,  whilst  at  another  factory 
completely  new  boilers  have  been  installed. 

Four  cases  of  a nuisance  from  smoke  arising  from  the  burning  of  rubbish 
have  been  investigated.  In  each  case  the  offender  caused  the  nuisance  to  be 
abated  forthwith. 
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MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Atmospheric  pollution  recording  stations  in  the  Borough  are  five  in 
number,  situated  at  Bindley  Moor,  Kavensknowlc  Park,  Crosland  Moor,  Public 
Abattoir  and  Sewage  Works  Deighton.  At  each  station  there  is  a deposit 
gauge  and  lead  peroxide  apparatus. 

The  analyses  are  carried  out  by  tiie  Sewage  Works  Manager  and  the 
Public  Analyst,  and  the  following  graphs  indicate  the  results. 
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ESTIMATION  OF  SULPHUR  BY  LEAD  PEROXIDE  METHOD 

Weight  of  SO 3 collected  per  100  square  centimetres  per  day  (in  milligrams) 


The  figures  in  the  foregoing  graphs  show  that  the  quantity  of  SOs  sulphur, 
and  solid  deposit  emitted  varies  considerably  during  the  year.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  figures,  especially  of  sulphur,  are  lowest  in  the  summer  months.  I he 
emission  of  smoke  from  industrial  chimneys,  with  the  exception  of  the  14  days 
general  holiday  in  August,  is  constant  throughout  the  year,  whilst  that  of  domes- 
tic premises,  is  greater  during  the  winter  months.  The  deduction  to  be  made, 
therefore,  is  that  domestic  premises,  the  greater  number  of  which  are  not 
burning  smokeless  fuel,  are  responsible  for  a considerable  proportion  ol 
atmospheric  pollution. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 


Action  taken  in  respect  of  bug  infested  houses  is  as  follows  : — 

1.  Houses  owned  by  the  Council 

Houses  are  treated  with  liquid  insecticide  containing  D.D.T. 

2.  Privately  owned  Houses 

These  are  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  and,  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1949.  If  the  infestation 
is  such  that  the  use  of  hydrogen  cyanide  gas  is  considered  necessary  the  local 
authority  may  (and  by  bearing  the  cost)  require  all  persons  to  vacate  the 
infested  premises  and  the  “risk  area’’  during  the  period  of  fumigation.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Two  full  time  operatives  are  still  engaged  on  dealing  with  surface  in- 
festations. All  work  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  use  of  Warfarin  is  still  proving  satisfactory  and  is  being  used  in 
preference  to  the  pre-baiting  method  wherever  possible 

During  the  year  (591  complaints  of  infestations  were  made  to  this  Depart- 
ment, a slight  reduction  on  the  figure  for  last  year  748.  Of  these  complaints 
373  were  in  relation  to  rats.  Most  of  the  infestations  continue  to  be  of  a minor 
nature. 

Wherever  drains  are  suspected  to  be  a source  of  infestation,  they  are 
smoke  tested  and  when  found  defective  action  is  taken  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  39  of  the  Public  Healtli  Act,  1936.  During  the  year  19  drains  were  tested 
of  which  18  were  found  defective  and  to  be  sources  of  infestation. 

Rivers  and  streams  have  again  been  inspected  for  rat  infestation  and  trea- 
ted where  necessary. 

Maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  are  carried  out  by  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department.

PUBLIC  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 


On  the  1st  April,  1953  the  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  public  sanitary 
conveniences  was  transferred  from  the  Highways  Department  to  the  Health 
Department. 

There  are  43  conveniences  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough 
providing  the  following  facilities  : —

At  the  Market  Place  conveniences  (male  and  female)  an  attendant  is  on 
duty  at  each  place  throughout  the  time  the  conveniences  are  open.  Washing 
facilities  with  hot  water  are  provided. 

Three  men  with  one  van,  are  employed  on  cleansing  all  the  other  conven- 
iences and  each  is  visited  and  cleansed  at  least  once  each  day.  One  conven- 
ience in  the  town  centre  is  cleansed  twice  daily. 

One  or  two  instances  of  vandalism  have  occurred,  e.g.,  copper  pipes  and 
brass  fittings  have  been  wrenched  off  the  walls. 

Inconvenience  has  been  caused  by  bent  or  damaged  coins  jamming  the 
locks,  necessitating  the  removal  of  the  locks  for  repairs. 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Fairs — Sanitary  Accommodation 

Under  Section  31  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1953  the 
Corporation  may  require  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  places  of 
amusement,  game  or  sport,  to  which  the  public  are  admitted. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  fairs  were  held  in  Canker  Lane,  Leeds 
Road.  Tub-closets  were  provided  by  the  Market  and  Fairs  Department.  These 
were  inspected  during  the  time  each  fair  was  held  and  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  three  public  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough  (the  large  and  small 
pools  at  Cambridge  Road  and  Ramsden  Street)  are  operated  on  the  continuous 
flow  system  and  are  equipped  with  up  to  date  chlorination  plant  using  chlorine 
gas,  working  on  the  “break  point”  principle  which  allows  for  a higher  residual 
of  free  chlorine  and  this  can  be  tolerated  by  bathers  without  discomfort. 

The  addition  of  soda  ash  neutralises  acids  which  arc  formed  when  the 
chlorine  reacts  with  organic  matter  and  ammonia  in  the  water  and  thus  a satis- 
factory alkaline  state  is  maintained. 

Examination  lias  shown  that  the  water  has  been  maintained  to  the  re- 
commendations laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Pamphlet  on  “The  Puri- 
fication of  the  Water  of  Swimming  Baths”. 

New  Street  School  Swimming  Bath 

1 his  is  for  the  exclusive  use  of  school  children.  The  pool  re-opened 
on  tlie  29th  October,  1956  after  having  been  closed  for  the  fitting  of  a completly 
new  type  of  plant.  Previously  the  pool  was  operated  on  the  hll  and  empty 
system.  It  now  works  on  the  continuous  flow  system.  The  equipment  com- 
prises a 'Robin  Hood”  coke  fired  boiler,  “ Pu Isometer"  pressure  filter  and 
“Tiplometer”  chlorination  plant.  Sodium  hypochlorite  is  used  for  chlorination 
and  soda  ash  is  used  to  regulate  the  pH  value.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951

shop  and  for  the  compliance  of  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  licence. 
It  also  provides,  inter  alia,  as  to  where  pets  shall  not  be  sold  and  to  whom  they 
shall  not  be  sold.

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  3)  Order,  1953 
which  applies  to  the  County  Borough  of  Huddersfield  amongst  other  districts, 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January  1954.  Under  this  Order  the  provisions 
of  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  37  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  are  applicable 
in  the  Borough.  By  this  Order  all  persons  retailing  milk  in  any  part  of  the  Bor- 
ough must  sell  such  milk  under  a special  designation  whether  or  not  the  premises 
from  which  the  milk  is  sold  are  situate  in  or  out  of  the  Borough. 

The  special  designations  authorised  are  “Pasteurised,”  “Sterilised”  and 
"Tuberculin  Tested”. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations.  1949 

These  regulations  provide  for  the  registration  by  the  local  authority  of 
dairies,  (i.e.  premises  where  milk  or  milk  vessels  are  stored)  dairymen,  (i.e. 
occupiers  of  dairies)  and  distributors,  (i.e.  shopkeepers  selling  milk  and  persons 
selling  milk  which  they  have  not  produced).

"Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  Milk”  is  milk  produced  from  an  at- 
tested herd  and  which  could  be  sold  under  the  designation  "Tuberculin  Tested” 
and  which  has  been  pasteurised.  Dealers  selling  this  milk  must  hold  a dealer’s 
licence  for  both  "Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  and  "Pasteurised”  milk. 


The  method  of  pasteurisation  at  the  dairy  licensed  to  use  the  special 
designation  "Pasteurised”  is  by  the  High  Temperature,  Short  Time  process. 
Apart  from  sampling  by  the  Health  Department,  there  is  a well  equipped  lab- 
oratory on  the  premises  in  which  samples  of  milk  before  and  after  treatment 
are  frequently  examined  by  the  proprietors.

In  addition  to  the  above  "Pasteurised”  milk  is  retailed  which  is  processed 
at  dairies  outside  the  Borough. 

From  the  figures  available  it  would  appear  that  there  is  some  preference 
for  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  Milk,  at  the  expense  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Farm  Bottled)  Milk.  It  may  be  that  the  price  has  some  bearing  on  this. 


Milk  supplied  to  Schools 

All  schools  in  the  Borough  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Education 
Department  are  supplied  with  pasteurised  milk. 

Samples  of  all  milk  sold  in  the  Borough,  including  milk  supplied  to 
schools,  are  obtained  regularly  by  the  Health  Department  for  examination  and 
prescribed  tests. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK 
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Biological  Kxamination  of  Milk 

During  the  vear  i 1(1  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli 
In  no  case  were  they  present.  This  is  the  third  year  in  sneession  that  no  positive 
sample  was  obtained. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  empower  a medical  officer  of  health 
if  milk  is  infected  with  organisms  communicable  to  man,  to  stop  the  sale  of  such 
milk  or  to  require  it  to  be  heat  treated.  During  1115(1  two  notices  were  served 
in  respect  of  one  case  of  anthrax.  No  claim  was  made  for  repayment  of  the  cost 
of  pasteurisation. 


MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  ICE  CREAM 


The  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  is  governed  by  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1!M7  to  11)5:2  made  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  11)38,  now  repealed,  but  continued  liv  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955. 

Section  30  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1953,  extends  the 
provisions  of  Section  Hi,  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  to  include  premises 
used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  any  frozen  liquid  of  the  nature  of  a sweet 
or  confection.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1956.  It  consolidates 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Arti- 
ficial Cream)  Act,  1950  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  Act,  1954  and 
together  with  other  enactments  amends  and  supplements  the  part  of  the  1938 
Act  in  relation  to  slaughterhouses  and  knackers  yards.  It  now  becomes  the 
principal  Act  for  controlling  the  composition,  labelling,  fitness  and  hygienic 
handling  of  foods. 

I’nder  Section  13  of  the  Act,  regulations  can  be  made  as  to  food  hygiene. 
Such  regulations,  the  Food  I lygiene  Regulations,  1955  have  been  made  and  came 
into  operation  1st  January.  1956,  and  1st  July,  1956.  These  regulations  give 
the  local  authorities  wider  powers  than  they  had  under  Section  13  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  1 hey  should,  however,  be  regarded  as  specifying  the 

minimum  conditions  to  be  complied  with  and  enforced  where  voluntary  com- 
pliance is  not  forthcoming. 

Bye-laws  relating  to  the  "Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food 
and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  \ir”  adopted  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  1938  still  continue  in  operation.  Their  object  is  to  secure  the  ob- 
servance of  clean  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  for  human  consumption.

Since  the  bye-laws  came  into  force  the  practice  of  food  being  exposed 
on  counters  has  been  discontinued  and  prov  ision  has  now  *been  made  for  glass 
or  other  protective  covering.  Two  fish  shops  with  open  fronts  remain,  all  other 
fish  shops  are  provided  with  windows  or  refrigerator  units.  The  improvement 
in  greengrocery  shops  still  continues. 

On  a routine  inspection  of  crockery,  several  chipped  cups  were  found. 
These  were  broken  by  the  caterer,  on  the  representation  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  to  prevent  further  use.
